I ,A brief, though excellent, ' review" of the .!Hi8tb;ry of l4,ibrary 
instruction is 'a paper entitled "Past, Prescfnt and Future of Library' 
Instruction," by Tom Kirk (4). Other articles appearing in the- recent 
literature have contributed evidence of the Interest B.Ii has held for 
these "generations of librarians." For example, an article by R. Rubin 
- (5) .points out that Azariah Smith Root, who was library dlreclpr at 
Oberlin College irt the late nineteenth and early twentieth centuries, 
.distinguished between the concept of education fpr llbrarianship and the 
library instruction concept. His bibliographic Instruction program 
focused oV ' students with no , professional procllvltlep toward 
llbrarlanshli). ' v . " ^ 

As Dougherty and Webb pointed out, "Those new to the field would be 
wise to review the literature" (6). Many bibliographies have been 
produced ^n the concept of B.I. Particular attention 'should be paid to 
the annotated revleWs of the literature appearing annuall/^( since 1977) 
Reference Sftrvlces Rdvlew by H. B. De<lgad6 Rader. A bibliography 
by Krier-(7) includes 362 entries from 1931-1975.

Libraries and information scientists have developed sophisticated 
systems of retrieval that are an attempt to ease the burden of the user. 
Unf ortunately',ythese systems may appear to the user a$ yet another layer 
In the Information mire. The" post-World War II information exploslo^^, 
especially in scientific and technical Information, was certainly an 
Impetus for the 3.1. concept. B»I. Librarians see this Increased 
complexity of Information system* as, a primary Jastlf Icatlon for their 
educatlona^ programs* 

Another reason for this renewed Interest Is that many library 
collections have slowed In growth due to flhanclal constraints of the 
70*8. Consequently^ librarians need to teach their users how to 
tnaxlmlae the use of the existing collection. ' 

A third reason for this rer^ewed Interest Is the phenomenon of 
•>hort-*shelf-llfe" for Information in some fields » which necessitates 
qblcker access to sources. This is particularly true In the sciences, 
aitd, consequently, the' user needs skills th^t allow for rapid access to 
material before It becomes outdated. 

Services are also affected by. the reality of budget constraints. 



Triidltr^onalv one-to-pne refert^nc.e service cao be very expensive an^x can 
no longer be the only means of educating the library user. Economically 
speaking, a library Instruction program facilitates reathlng mtiltlple 
users with similar Information problems. Consequently, B. can be a 
cotft effective tq^yod of vending the library wares. 

Not only Is tradltlonial reference service expensive, but It Is used 
only by those who elect to use It. A major advantage of Instruction'

programs Is their ability to reach the non-library u^er. Through 
bibliographic Ihstructlon It Is possible to reach tbe shy (9), to reach 
those who hesitate to ask "dumb" questions, and, perhaps, to reqch those 
who 'have had prior negative experiences with reference service (10).* 
Consequently, an instruction program may bring the former non-user into

the library, or It may even change negative attitudes about libraries 
and librarians. Many Involved with B.I. programs mention (In Informal 
conversations at conferences) this perc-felved attl'tudlnal change by thel^ 
students ffter Instruction.

While "generations of librarians" have been Interested in the 
library Instruction 'concept, It"; was the Montleth LlS^rary Project at 
Wayne State. University (11) (operational from 1959-1962) that can . 
perhaps demonstrate the beginning of this renewed interest -In the 
literature* This study attempted to design and evaluate a program of 
Instruction for a four-year liberal artb curriculum that Integratifed 
library use asslgnmeiits with the regular course work. A citation

SecontJ' Is the Increased number of professional meetings devoted to 

the topic. Conferences and workshops are so profuse on the national and

Methods of Biblifpg ra phic Instruction 

While there are numerous methods used in B»I* programs today, 
ranging from fotmal to' a^ hoc » there, are two primary af)proaches: 
course-related lif8ttuctiori> and the credit course* Othef methods in use 
are frequently variations on the "t^ourse related/* '^credit course" 
themes^ such as teVm paper clinics^ the workbook approach > or computer 
assisted Instruction* Course-related Instruction integrates library 
instruction with a pon-llbtaty dourse and provides 'students witl\ the 
library skills to successfully complete the objectives of that courde. 
Courses > beginning or advc^nced, credit or non-credit, are library 
instruction classes designed and taught to Inform, and to encourag^ and 
promote' skills, understanding » and strategy necessary to complete 
library research. A growing body of print and non-print Instructional 



mAterlalp may be used. to augment tho insttuctlonal program* Frequently 
these' materials are used Ipdfpendently by the library U8^r» a? well aa 
to supplement, or support » the reference Interview* Examples of thes« 
med^ lnc;iude polnt-^of-use- guides, - pathfinders, and slide/tapes on 
varloug information tools or aspects of research. 

^ "Course-related or assignment-related 10rary instruction. (is 
where! the librarian and the classroom Instrucffcc^r cooperate In such a 
way that the librarian becomes the teacher of bibliographic methods and 
search^ strategy at the point in the couY8<» when the students need It 
roost, Just before they begin to do research for a project or paper"(16). 
The librarian tailors the instruction to the information problems of the' 
class topics. ' 

Credit courj^es In library research methods can vary greatly* For 
example^ the credit, content, and objectivi^ may differ from, one library 
to the next. However, credit courses ate frequently offered to coincide 
with another course in a student's curriculum that requires extensive 
use of library resources (17). Courses allow for Instruction that is 
not yholly dependent on faculty cooperation, land there is more time 
available for attempting- to' mold the student's Information seeking 
behavior through positive Reinforcement, If the students in the course 
are graded, |:hl8 can be additional motivation. • 

As mentioned earlier, there are mainy variations on the basic themes 
Just de8crib*ed. For example, a term paper clinic could make use of 
pathfinder and polnt-of-use guides whll« offering a variation of the 
course-related thcjfne. One term paper clinic given to a voluntary group 
of students was advertised A« "Library Sessions by Subject." Students 
interested in biological research might be given a point^of-use guide ott 



Biological Abstracts^ a research guide entitled something jjlke, "»|ow th 
Do Library Research In the Biological Sciencea" or " Informal tion Sources 
to Consult for the Bl^ioglcal Sciences." The students might also be 
given a "^b^fef talk about^ method^ ^ library research In their 
curriculum. /^'ili ; , 

Other variations could include credit courses ti^ught thro^^gh the 
use of computer assisted Instrdction or through the use of the wOt'kbook 
approach. Actually, exploration of the various permutations that could 
be made with the known i^eiihods of B.I. has not. been completed. 
Similarly, there are certainly new methods left unexplored which may 
offer answers tp many of the problems confronting the B.I. librarian.

7. The Literature . of Bibliographic instruction 
Librarians and' information specialists who are Irivolved with

bibliographic instruction have accepted the challenge of ': teaching 
library users how tb locate information, however, the acceptance of, 
and the reality of this challenge have sometimes been overwhelming. 
Librarians juay endorse the concept that "instruction Is a basld

responsibility of academic llbrarle8"(18); yet academic librarians have

we start?" "What methods do we ^use?" "Where do we get help?" Few 
librarians, no matter how d'edicated to the concept of instruction, have 
time to develop an original instructional program* Indeed^ because so 
much of , the material to be covered by bibliographic* Instruction, ha"^ 
universal applications, it would be unscholarly, if not silly, for 



anyone to htt'empt the don^structlon of a B.I* program without turning .to 
the literature* The Jllteratltre can provide a w^lth of Information on 
almost ever^S^pecj: of B*I* one might wish to <juery# ^yen If ^ answers 
haven't been found to a particular problem, the t^iie has probably been 



raised » and numerous articles describing specific programs can serve as 
a rlc,h source of Ideas » especially for the novice*

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C. / TOWARD AN INDJ5XING LA^JGUAGB 
FOR BIBLIOPftAPHIC INSTRUCTION IN ACADEMIC LIBRARIES 



Tt>e literature, while valuablie, has not always been easy to access 
with any ref-lnetnent. The amount has groyn steadily over the years and 
retrieving speclflq Information on any one aspect of bibliographic 
Instruction has proven Increasingly difficult. Most Indexes batch all 
articles c>r sources of Information under one or two key words. li lbrar^ r 
Literature uses the phrase "instruction In Library Uses"; this term Is 
usually subdivided by type of library (e.g., college and university, or 
Junior college) and somc^raes by type of student (e.g. , law students) 
with occasional^ use of other subdivisions. However, the two principal 
met^hods of Instruction discussed lr> this review (course-^related 
instruction and courses) cannot be retrieved from the B.I. literature 
using the Library Literature terminology. Similarly, 92 percent of the 
documents retrieved through the ERIC database for this paper were

indexed linder the term "Library Instruction. " (While the ERIC. database 

* * ' \ 

offers many modifiers, in It^ thesaurus (and thus offers a more refined 
search of the B.I, literature than does Library Literature ) , It still 
doesn^t use ^tlie terminology of the B.I. field. Consequently >^ one of 
the purposes of this paper Is to, off e^ a list of terms gleaned ^ from the 
B.i;. literature as suggestions for a more specific indexing, language 
for B. Ik , information. This list is included in Appendix A. 

Another objective is to illustrate the general discussion with a 
bibliography of relevant sources CAppendlx B). The B.I. literatute (as 
represented in this bibliography) can be "^divided roughly into six 
categories. „ • ' * ' 



The first categorjf is b^liographl'c lnatrl»ctlo/> 1^ genTa^l» 
Articles In this catci^ory might present A rationale for B.l. or «tteint)t 
to define It <19). Included ^.Iso would be articles on the history of 
B.l/, the tjieory, research reviews and bibliographies. Some of these 
articles might be referred to as "state of the art." 

The second category is concerned With the actual planning And 
i aplementatifi n of a program. These articles offer guidelines, and 
discuss objectives, evaluation, promotion, ^ and admlrtistration of the 
instruction. 

A third categoij^ftlpf Irtfbrmation d^alb with methods of Instruction , 
including discussions 6f . cou^Rie^f elated instruction, credlt^&ou^eB, 

workbook methods, A.V., or team teaching.

A fourth category provides samples of^ materials ; tests, exercises, 

tekts, and other types of B.I.' materials. 

A fifth category gives descriptions of specific programis . Inclvicled^'' 
here also would be articles which cbmp^re programs, as well as articles 
indexed by such headings as'' "African History Students" or "Business 
Students." These articles describe library instruction programs or 
materials^ specifically developed for "those particular Categories of 
Students* For example, entryv 155 Ir a guide designed for Spanish 
speaking studelits that includes Spanish explanations for the use of 70 
English language indexes* 

A sixth category included here is -a saAple compilation of foreign 
language articles * These are included to support the concept that B.I. 
Is international in nature aiid a concern of librarians around the world. 
For example, entry 162' raijintions that , in the past 20 years about 50 
articles on B.I<. have ^>*en' published within the U4S.S.R. . library

What follows (Appendix A) is a proposed indexing language for the 
topic of bibliographic instruction in academic llbriaries. Also included 
Is an explanation of selected terms from the proposed language, with 
emphasis on examining those words which can have multiple meanings in 
various contexts. 

Following the explanation of the indexing terminology, the' t*rms 
are used to index an annotated bibliography on bibliographic instruction 
in academic libraries. (Appendix 'B). . The index precedes the 
bibliography sc that it stands next to the explanation of indexing 
terms. Certainly some of the terms need refinement, ahd undoubtedly 
other terminology has been overlooked. The purpose here is to make a 
beginning.
